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The first step to he taken in obtaining an exit permit is to have one’s name 
removed from the roll maintained by the USSR Consulate of Soviet citizens 
residing in Harbin<, The Consulate charges no fee for this service but it is 
usually necessary to make repeated trips there before the Consulate takes 50 XI-HUM 
action. Normally the Consulate does not object to removing the name of an 
elderly person from the roll, but it usually refuses to remove the name of a 
young person. Young people who apply are told that if they leave Harbin they 
must go to some part of the USSR. They may be given the choice of destination 
between a number of undesirable f rontier regions . although the Consulate tries 
to steer them to the Altai area.
